CROWD HAD BEEN SUCCESSFUL 


Only One of the Cracksmen Not 
Killed Refuses To Disclose His 
Name or To Tell Who 
the Dead Men 
Were. 


Quincy, I)., January %.—Quincy police 
officers last night killed two expert safe 
blowers, supposed to be from Chicago, 
and wounded another badly. The tragedy 
included a running fight through a hotel, 
in which the armed burglars were pur- 
sued by the officers.

The proprietor recognized their 
handwriting as being the same as that 
of the men who came here January 5th 
and whom he afiterwards suspect2d4 as 
crooks. He warned the police and when 
one went out he was shadowed by De- 
tective Koch. The stranger acted oddly 
and the officer finally appeared, showing. 
hie star. and asked the suspect to go 
to the station and explain himself. The 
man drew a pistol and pointed it at the 
officer’s heart, but as he did go Koch 
flashed his own revolver and fired four 
shoitts. Three took effect and the man 
fell dead instantly. This happened at 
11 o'clock Saturday night. Meanwnile the 
officers had examined the’-bags@ze of 
the suspected men and found that it in- 
cluded burglar tools, skeleton keys, dy- 
namite sticks and npitro-glycerine.

Significant Decision of Supreme’ Court in Case of O'Brien 
Against the State

PROWIBITION COUNTIES EXCITED 


The Decision Covers Only Those 
Counties Where the Special Act 
Is in Conflict with the 
General Act of 1877 
Regarding Wine. 


A decision of the supreme court render- 
ed during the past week in the case of 
O’Brien against the state, from Warren 


county, has caused something of a sensa- 
tion throughout Georgia and particularly 
in the counties where prohibition laws 
are in effect. | 

It has appeared evident to a great num- 
ber of people who have read the decision | 
of the court that it declares unconstitu- 
tional all county prohibition laws passed 
by the legislature since February 27, 1877, 
the date of the passage of a general law 
making the sale of domestic wines lawful 
in any county of Georgia. The opinion of 
the court written by Justice Fish, while 
it does not make void all special acts of 
the legislature under which a large num- 
ber of counties maintain prohibition, it 
does apply to the acts of those counties 
that are in conflict with the general law 
of 1877. This conflict exists in no cmall 
number of counties and arises wherever. 
@ special] act prohibits the sale of all 
kinds of intoxicants, since the general | 
act gives manufacturers of domestic wines : 
in any’ county (and domestic wine is held 
to be an intoxicant) the right to sell ihe 
same. The special act coming after the'| 
general act the former is plainly uncon- 
stitutional. 

The case of O’Brien against the state 
Was appealed from the superior court of 
Warren county and under the decision of 
the supreme court, which reverses the 
lower, strict prohibition no longer per- 
tains in Warren county, 

Aside from the intense interest wh.ch | 
the decision has attracteg in the prohibi- | 
tion counties, the ruling is one of far- 
reaching importance and is one of the 
most significant delivered by the ccurt 
since the first of the year. The special 
prohibition acts not only in Warren coun- 
ty, but in Paulding and Giascock have | 
recently been held to be unconstitutional 
by the court of last resort. Not only that, 
but the decision rendered during the past 
week, while specific in character and re-| 
fers directly to the case of Warren coun- 
ty, applies with equal force to those 
counties whose especial laws are in con- 
flict with the general act of 1877. The num- 
ber of such counties can be ascertained 


only after refering to al} the acts of the 
legislature from 1877 up to the present 


time, but it ig the general impression of 
state officials that the same legal error 
has been committed in a great many 
counties. It does not affect, of course, 
those counties that have prohibition as a 
result of a local option election, but only 
those that have gone to the legislature 
for their prohibition laws and there made 
the mistake of conflicting with a general 


act. 


The Decision of the Court. 

The decision of the court declaring un- 
constitutional the prohibition laws of 
Warren county, growing out of the case 
of O’Brien against the state, is as fol- 
lows: 

An indictment which simply charges the ac- 
cused of a misdemeanor in that he on a day 
named, in a designated county, ‘‘did unlawfully 
sell spirituous and intoxicating liquors, con- 
trary to the laws of said state,’’ etc., in ef- 
fect charges him with violating a law prohib- 
iting and making al the sale of such liquors 
in that county, and if there be no such law, 
it charges him with no offense at all. 

2. Upon a trial under such an indictment, no 
matter what the evidence may be, the ac- 
cused cannot legally be convicted of 4 violation 
of a statute prohibiting and making penal 
the sale of such liquors within three miles of 
a designated church in such county, nor of a 
violation of a statute regulating the granting 
of licenses to sell intoxicating liquors by the 
ordinary of the county and providing a penalty 
for a violation of its provisions, nor of the of- 
fense of selling Mquor without a license. 

The act of February 27, 1877, (Acts 1877, 
p. 33), making lawful in any county of this 
state the sale of domestic wines in quantities 
of not less than one quart, by the manufac- 
turers of the same, being a general law, and 
such wines being ‘‘intoxicating liquors,’’ a sub- 
sequent act which by its terms undertakes to 
‘prohibit the sale and furnishing of spirituous 
malt or intoxicating liquors’ within the limits 
of a designated county is unconstitutional.

The records show that in the uniform 
decision the court has made the justices 
have not been a unit, as both Justices 
Little and Lewis have opposed the ruling. 

Quite a number of cases of this vind 
in the last few months have been set- 
tled finally in the superior courts of the 
State, never reaching the supreme court. 

Anxiety for the Law Is Felt. 

An instance of the  misconstruction 
which has been placed pretty generality 
upon the foregoing opinion of the court 
is shown in a communication received by 
The Constitution from a citizen of Ho- 
Bansville, Ga. The impression has been 
‘made on the writer of the following com- 
munication that the legislature and ‘he 
cougs are getting the prohibition laws 
of Georgia in a muddle: 

Editor Constitution, Atlanta, Ga.—Under the 
decision of the supreme court on Wednesday 
in the case of O’Brien vs. state, what is the 
status of our prohibition counties? 
any prohibition laws in Georgia under this 
decision? Nearly all local option counties, if 
not all of them, allow the manufacture and 
sale of domestic wines. By this decision we 
have the unusual case of a law in which vir- 
tually a repealing or annulling clause follows 
immediately after the enacting clause, so that 
every such law is really null and void. Again 
under this decision have not all persons who 
are now serving terms in the state prison 
for violation of prohibition laws a right to 
their freedom, tnasmuch as every such sen- 
tence was illegal? Whére wili this thing end, 
and how far does this decision reach? It 
seems to me that the supreme court and the 
legislature are getting the prohibition laws in 
a muddle.

Physicians attending Mr. C. D. Martin, 
traveling auditor for the Atlanta and 
West Point railroad, pronounced His 
maiady smallpox, and he, at his own 
request, was faken to the hospital in the 
suburbs of the city which has been 
especially fitted up for patients with that 
disease, 


Auditor Martin returned to the city 


about a week ago, after having taken a’ 


trip on his road. He became ill a few 
days ago and yesterday a diagnosis of his 
case showed that he had smallpox, but 
it is believed the disease will only mani- 
fest itself in a mild form, He was re- 
moved to the hospital yesterday morning 
at 11 o'clock. 

How or when he contracted the disease 
he says he cannot tell. He does not re- 
member of having come:'in contact with 
any person who had smallpox or of hay- 
ing gone into any place where there had 
recently been a case. 

He has been rooming on Peachtree 
sfreet, and the necessary precautions 
have been taken by the board of health 
to have the place thoroughly disinfected. 

In admitting that Auditor Martin has 
the smallpox the board of health says 
that sporadic cases of such diseases fre- 
quently appear in all large cities without 
the contagion spreading in the least. 

Auditor Martin’s friends will regret to 
hear of his illness and will wish for him 
a safe and speedy recovery.

|that the Kiushu rice brought to the United 


States last year by Dr. Knapp from 
Japan has fully met the expectations of 
the department as a rice of a remarkably 
superior productive and milling quality. 
In Louisiana the practical experience of 
the planters who made experiments for 
the department was that this Kiushu rice 
is about 25 per cent more productive than 
the Honduras rice now generally culti- 
vated in that region. At the same time 
the Kiushu rice has showed a milling loss 
of only 14 to 18 per cent, as opposed to 
the customary average loss of 40 to @ 
per cent. This means a direct saving to 
Louisiana alone of about a million and 
a half dollars per year. There is none of 
this rice in the department for distribu- 
tion by congressmen, however. |

He Had Been President of Several

CAME TO ATLANTA FROM AUGUSTA ON VISIT 


He Was a Sufferer from Indigestion 
and His Death Is Attributed 
to Heart Failure. 


Rev. W. A. Rogers, an aged minister of 
the Methodist church, died suddenly yes- 
terday afternoon while sitting in a chair> 
and talking to the members of his daugh- 
ter’s family. : 

Dr. Rogers was in the city on 
to relatives, having left his home in Au- 
gusta for a week to recuperate, as his 
health appeared to be failing. He was in 
his seventy-third year. 

About two weeks ago he came to At- 
lanta and was stopping with his daughter, 
Mrs. W. C. Mansfield, who resides at No. 
227 Washington street. He complained 
of acute indigestion and it was known 
that his heart was affected, but his ail- 
ments were not thought to be of a serious 
nature. 

Yesterday afternoon he said he would 
take a walk and visit his other daughter, 
Mrs. J. M. Daniel, who lives at No. 182 
Fulton street. 

He had been at the home of Mrs. Dan- 
iel only a short while when he expired 
while sitting in a chair. A few seconds 
before his death he was talking cheer- 
fully with those about him. His head was 
seen to suddenly fall forward and when 
those nearest him reached his side he was 
dead.

PRISONER FOUND 
DEAD IN HIS CELL 


H 6, Lumpkin, 2 White Man, 
Dies in City Prison, 


CASE IS ASAD, STRANGE ONE 


Dead Body Discovered by Turnkey Who 
Was Serving Breakfast, 


CORONER STAMPS HOLDS INQUEST 


A Stealing Case Caused Lumpkin’s 
Arrest—Another Man Was 
Locked Up and He Last 
Saw Lumpkin Alive. 
Coroner’s Verdict. 


When the turnkey at the police barracks 
carried breakfast to H. B. Lumpkin ye- 
terday morning he found the prisoner ly- 
ing dead in his cell. 

Lumpkin was a white man aged forty- 
eight years, who had been arrested Sat- 
urday on suspicion of being implicated in 
the looting of several places in the city 
of silverwere. ‘ 

He was apparently perfectly well when 
he was locked up and did not make any 
complaints of being sick Saturday night. 
A fellow prisoner saw him about 6 o'clock 
Sunday morning taking a drink of water. 

It was about 7:30 o’clock that the trun- 
key found Lumpkin dead upon his bunk. 

There were some remarkable circum- 
stances surrounding the man’s arrest and 
death, and the coroner held an inquest to 
inquire into the cavee of his death, but 
nothing was brought out at the inquest 
which threw any light on the affair. 

Saturday morning about Ill o’clock De- 
téective Harris, assisted by Patrolman 
Hud:on, arrested Lumpkin and locked him 


up on the charge of larceny.

This ticket is in use today, but is not 
altogether popular. But the ticket has at 
least the interchangeable feature and 
was the first victory for the commefcial 
travelers. 

The Western Passenger Association had 
been erganized controlling all the roads 
running west and ncrthwest of Chicigo. 
The result of a petition to this association 
was the issuing of what is known as the 
Sebastian credential. This is the invention 
of John Sebasiian, general passenger 
agent of the Chicago, Rock Island and 
Pacific railway.

From the cradle to the grave is but a 
step.

(a) To give up all that is enjoyable. 

There seems to be an impression, among 
the young people especially, that to ac- 
cept Christ is to forsake all youthful 
pleasures; to grow suddenly ol@; to put 
“old heads on young shoulders” and dead 
hearts intq live bodies. Much of the tyr- 
anny taught for religion a half century 
to a century ago might be calculated to 
create such impress‘ons. But the love of 
freedom: and the freedom of. opinion and 
speech exercised in religion today forbid. 
Only where impurity is preferred to puri- 
ty, indifference to a rightecus endeavar, 
skenticism to faith in our Lord Jesus 
dces through cife with Christ call a halt. 
Is it trie that that which promises eternal 
happiness makes life less enjoyable? On 
the ccntrary, ‘“‘pleasures lie thickest where 
no pleasures seem.” No man can be hap- 
py without exercising the virtue of a 
cheerful industry of activity. No man can 
lay in his claim to happiness—I mean the 
happirne:s that shall* last through the 
fair run of life—without chastity, without 
temperance, without sobriety, without 
economy, without self-ccmmand, and, 
comequently, withcut fortitude, and, 
let me add, without a liberal and forgiving 
spirit, and, let me further add, without 
Christ.

If going through iife with Christ one 
may make some mistakes and not be a 
hypotrite. As a teacher he may teach bet- 
ter than he lives and not be false. A tear 
of sympathy or of pleading is not necessa- 
rily “crocodile.” “To give meat to the 
hungry, drink to the thirsty, to entertain 
the stranger, clothe the naked, visit the 
sick and administer un'to those in prison 
may have a higher motive than ‘“‘mere pol- 
icy.’ It is possible to pray ‘*heard of men” 
to be “heard of God." Critics hid ng be- 
hind the bulwark, ‘‘O I do not pretend to 
be any better than I am,”’ might use the 
word the little boy did. When he tried to 
say ‘“‘I do not pretend” he got it off, “I 
do not intend.’’ People making no preten- 
titns and no efforts may well say, “I do 
not intend to be any beter. 

(c) To belong to a denomination: 

An accepted proof of this is that no 
denomination claims to embrace all the 
fcllowers of Christ. Each admiis that 
there are people outside of that one par- 
ticular denomination true to Christ, who 
rejoice in His blessings here and shall 
be blessed of Him eternally. That being 
true, the peculiarfties‘of that denom.na- 
tion that makes it a denomination are 
nonessential, Whe:her such peculiarities 
are helpful or hurtful the question is not 
now. raised.

When the thirteenth annual report of 
the 

oe commerce commission was 
made public one significant paragraph 
was immediately noted, and has been 
largely commehted upon since. It sound- 
ed a note of warning which thoughtful 
men in the railway world are seriously 
considering. 

The paragraph in question says that— 
sp is a matter of common knowledge that 
vast schemes of railway control are now tn 
process of consummation, and that the com- 
petition of rival lines is to be restrained by 
While this movement has 
found full expression in the actual 
consolidation of railroad corporations, enough 
has transpired to disclose. a unification of 
financial interests Which will dominate the 
management and harmonize the operations of 
lines heretofore independent and competitive. 
This is today the most noticeable and im- 
portant feature of the railway situation. If 
the plans already foreshadowed are brought 
to effective results,-and others of similar scope 
are carried to execution, there will be a vast 
centralization of railroad properties, with all 
the power involved in such far-reaching com- 
binations, yet _uncontrolHed by any public au- 
thority which can be efficiently exerted.. The 
restraints of competition upon excessive and 
unjust rates will in this way be avoided, and 
whatever evils may result will be remediless 
under existing laws. 

This tendency to a consolidation of in- 
terests is one of the most notable features 
in the railway situation today. 

Railroad men of high standing, it is 
Said. have admitted that the lines be- 
tween New York and Chicago are con- 
trolled by three combinations of interests 
with vast financial resources. It is point- 
ed out that in the abolition of commis- 
sions, the settlement of rate difficulties, 
the agreements for the raising of trans- 
portation schedules, one single aim of 
design and unity of purpose is shown 
that proves conclusively the existence of 
these combinations of capital. It is al- 
leged that this is but a step toward the 
ultimate combination of all of the roads 
in this country into five or six great sys- 
tems.
